BANK’S LAWYERS SAY 
RECEIVER IS ILLEGAL 


Mr. Hadley Declares That the 
Concern “Is Unusual and 
Extraordinary and Requires 
Closer Scrutiny Than Oth- 
ers.” 


Arguments for and against the motion 
to set aside the receivership of the Peo- 
ple’s United States Bank were heard by 
Judge McElhinney in Clayton Circuit 
court Friday and the hearing was con- 
tinued to Saturday morning to enabie 
Attorney-General Bradley to look up 
authorities, 

Judge Shepard Barclay and Gen. 
George H. Shields appeared on behalt 
of the bank and Attorney-General Had- 
ley and his assistant, N. T. Gentry, for 
the State. 

Gen. Shields made the opening argu- 
ment. He read extracts from the stat- 
‘utes governing banking institutions and 
epecifying the powers of the Secretary 
of State concerning them. He said 
Secretary of State Swanger had no 
right to make a demand for a reorgan- 
ization of the Board of Directors. 

He complained that no suggestion has 
been received from the Secretary of 
State or the Attorney-General that the 
continuance of the bank in business 
would jeopardize the interests of the 
defendants, and that the court had not 
protected the stockholders because it 
had not required the receiver to give a 
bond to the bank. Bond should have 
been given to the bank instead of to the 
State, he said. 

He claimed that the court had no 
jurisdiction without first giving notice 
to the bank, so that it could take steps 
to oppose the appointment of a re- 
ceiver. 

Attorney-General Hadley § said 
People’s United States Bank was “an 
unusual and extraordinary institution 
and required closer scrutiny than oth- 
ers.”’ 

He read statutes in support of his ac- 
tion. 

He referred to the methods of the 
bank as “unsafe, illegal and unauthor- 
ized’’ and said the demands of the Sec- 
retary of State had not been complied 
with. 

Judge Barclay said errors had been 
committed.in having the receiver give 
a bond to the State instead of to the 


bank and in the failure to give notice 
that a receiver was to be appointed. 
He held that such notice was nbastatedy 
necessary before a receiver could 
legally appointed. 
Attorney-General Hadley said he was 
not prepared to dispute at once the 
contentions of the attorneys on the 
side and asked for time to con- 
sult authorities. Judge McE:hinny con- 
tinued the case to Saturday morning.

He did not know the gun was loaded, 
he and was horrified when he 
heard an explosion and sawa Berczy fall 
to the floor. Bercezy was ,hot through 
the heart and died before the ambu- 
lance; summoned from Domhoff's 
morgue, reached the scene. 

There was a crowd in the saloon, and 
the rifle with which the shooting was 
done disappeared. 

The police say that when they first 
arrested Mekalavy he gave no explana- 
tion of how Berczy had met his death. 
He was taken to the police station and 
Sergeant Wiison and Policeman Voltz 
then returned and made a search for 
the gun, several witnesses saying that 
they saw Mekalavy shoot Berezy with 
such a’ weapon. 

At last they found the rifle in the 
high grass back of Mekalavy’s saloon. 
An empty shell was in the barrel. 
When they returned with the gun Me- 
kalavy told the story. 

The witnesses of the shooting speak 
little English. Thus far all that has 
been learned from them is. that they 
saw Mekalavy point the gun at Berezy 
and fire, and that then Berczy fell 
dead.

German Company Offers to Put 
High-Speed Electric Loco- 
motives to Use.

WASHINGTON, July 14.—After years 
of patient study and experiments, in- 
volving millions of dollars, it is thought 
that at last the “high speed’’ long dis- 
tance .electrical locomotive is about to 
be put to actual commercial use; that 
is, with an ability, if needed, to run at 
a speed of upward of 100 miles an hour. 
The test line will probably be built be- 
tween the cities of Hamburg and Berlin, 
in Germany. The distance is said to be 
exactly 178 miles, and is now covered by 
high-grade steam locomotives with 
coaches in three hours and 24 minutes, 


or at the rate of 52 miles an hour. A 
proposition has been laid before the Ger- 
man Emperor and the Reichstag to lay 
the bed and track and equip rollin 
stock to establish a service that will 
travel the 178 miles between the two

, let them go the people should buy them 
back cheaply and forever keep the con- 
trol in their own hands. 

When this had been accomplished his 
remedy, which he declared to be a 
simple business proposition, could be 
put into force, and there would never 
again be an inflation of capital stocks. 

Under his plan, Lawson says, the mon- 
ey stolen from the people by the ‘‘sys- 
tem’”’ will be returned to the people, and 
because the railroads and industrial cor- 
porations would have only to earn a 
fair percentage on the true value of 
their investments, the cost of living 
would be reduced and wage earners 
would be enabled to enjoy greater lux- 


uries and to lay by a greater portion 
of their earnings. 

A panic might ensue, Lawson stated, 
and he hoped it would, but not until 
the people had sold their stocks. The 
panic would wring the water out and 
give the people a chance to buy back 
at prices based on real values. 

“My friends,’’ said Mr. Lawson, “Wall 
street is nothing but a machine—a trick 
machine. Every year financiers run the 
American people through that machine 
froin one end to the other, and as they 
pass through the money in their pockets 
falls into the ‘system's’ bucket. What I 
propose to you is simply reverse the op- 
eration; run the ‘system’ through the 
other way and in that manner separate 
them from their ill-gotten gains and re- 
turn their stolen millions to their right- 
ful owners—the American people. 

“I’m not afraid of personal violence. I 
came out here unguarded. have sev- 
eral millions myself and wronged the 
American people in getting it.

The question was asked al] day and 
again today. Gen. Porter smiled at first 
and then, to end all such questioning, 


made this complete answer: 


"IT am as positive that the body of 
John~ Paul Jones is on its way here 
across the Atlantic as I am that the 
body of Gen. Grant lies in the tomb on 
Riverside Drive; or that the body of 
Washington lies at Mount Vernon. There 
is absolutely no room for doubt. The 
identity of ihe body was confirmed by 
dozens of French scientists, who studied 
it and compared it with the medallions, 
portraits and historica] records. 

“One of the striking points of-the dis- 
covery was the well-preserved condition 
of the body. I found the coffin con- 

taining the body of Jones among four 
bt There were names on those cof- 
fins which identified the persons buriea 
in them. There was none on the Jones. 

odtnn, ‘but for that matter it did not 
need a name, as the body was sufficient 
ght itse!f. The coffin in which Jones’ body 
Was incased was a lead box of splendid 
workmanship. When I opened the lid

CULPABLE BANK MANAGEMENT. 
Whether the People’s United States Bank should 

have been thrown into the hands of a receiver, or 
wound up by some other process is a question of law 
and of judgment, but there is no question in honest 
mifds of the wisdom and propriety of Secretary of 

State Swanger’s action in taking it out of the hands 

of the Board of Directors when the fraud order was 

issued by the Postmaster-General. 

It is not for his action in taking charge of the 
bank at that time, but for not taking charge of it 
earlier, when he first discovered that the bank’s cap- 
ital had been obtained by false representations and 
that it had been looted by bad loans that his con- 
duct invites criticism. 

Secretary of State Swanger was too courteous to 
the bank’s managers; he was too considerate of the 
management. He consulted too much with the men 
responsible for the plundering of the stockhglders 
and who weré using the bank wholly for their own 
purposes. He. delayed closing it up too long. He 
ought not to-have issued a letter approving of the 
plans and purposes of the reorganized board. It 
would have been improper for Mr. Swanger to have 
consulted with. the bank’s directors with regard to 
his action when the condition of the bank and the 
issuance of the fraud order made it imperative that 
he close the bank. 1t would have been monstrously 


- impreper for him or for the Attorney-General to 


have consulted with the directors responsible for the 
bank’s condition concerning the choice of a receiver 
to protect the interests of the stockholders and de- 
positors. 

The losses of the stockholders were not caused by 
the receivership nor the fraud order. The failure of 
the bank was not due to either. The investors had 
been duped and plundered before either the State 
or Fedefal Government acted. The capital of the 
bank had been impaired by loans to other wildcat 
All the bank’s troubles 
were caused by the vicious conduct of the manage- 
ment. 

_ The interests of the plundered stockholders are 
paramount, The bank’s management is culpable. The 
bank directors must be held accountable for their 
_ wopduct. They must be made fo answer for the viola- 


» tions of State laws and for the plunderi=g of innocent
